Home Economics Progresses 
In Latest Educational Equipment

Progress has finally reached 
the Home Economics Department 
at East Central. Beginning last 
summer the wheels of progress 
were set in motion and are still 
rolling along. 

The Home Economics Depart¬ 
ment has taken on an entirely 
new look. In the clothing section 
the floors have been carpeted 
and much new equipment has 
been added. The department now 
has new electric scissors, pink¬ 
ing shears and a new steam-dry 
iron. The pressing equipment has 
been remodeled and new chairs 
were added to the unit. The lat¬ 
est piece of equipment received 
by the department is a Singer 
sewing machine, which is t h e 
pride of the department. Another 
machine is expected to arrive 
this week. 

The kitchen section consists of 


four units. Each unit is color 
coded to make identification of 
its utensils easier. The colors 
are avocado green, burnt orange, 
gold and natural wood with blue. 
Since Christmas the kitchen has 
received a dishwasher and an up¬ 
right freezer. Now dishes such 
as chilled deserts can be prepar¬ 
ed ahead of time and stored until 
ready for use. Two new double 
sinks have been added with base 
cabinets built around them. All 
of the cabinets are now covered 
with formica covering. 

Numerous other small items 
have been added to the kitchen 
also, such as an electric skillet, 
electric blender, a portable mix¬ 
er, a pressure cooker, pie plates, 
corningware serving dishes and 
a canister set for each unit. To 
add to the new look, the kitchen 
floor and the closets have all been 
painted 

The Home Economics Depart¬ 


ment really does seem to have 
everything, doesn’t it? All of the 
equipment is there, but there 
aren’t enough students using it. 
There are only 13 students en¬ 
rolled in home economics dess¬ 
es; four sophomores, nine fresh¬ 
men.

Home Economics 
Offers Classes 
In Clothing, 

Food Preparation

East Central’s Home Economics 
Department is headed by Mrs 
Alice Pouncey. The classes offer¬ 
ed to home economics majors are 
foods and clothing. 

In the fall semester for fresh¬ 
men students, a foods course is 
offered; and open to sophomores 
is a clothing course. For the 
spring semester the courses are 
exactly reversed. 

In the first semester foods 
course, a general study of food, 
the preparation, and the nutri¬ 
tional value are all studied. Two 
labs per week provide time for 
experimentation. In the second 
semester foods, a more detailed 
study is undergone, such as, mar¬ 
keting, meal service, and table 
setting. 






The freshman clothing course 
requires that six or more gar¬ 
ments be sewn with certain re¬ 
quirements which must be met. 
Basic construction, how to dress, 
and selection of clothing are pri¬ 
mary concerns. The sophomore 
clothing course is essentially a 
tailoring course. A more detailed 
study of fabric and its content 
is undertake n. Entertainment 
exercised must be met such as 
the Apple for a Teacher Tea given 
at the end of the year, receptions, 


or bridal showers. 


The department sponsors a 
Home Economics Club for stu¬ 
dents with Home Economics as 
their major. This club is a stu¬ 
dent organization of the American 
Home Economics Association. Its 
main objective is to provide and 
promote professional develop¬ 
ment of college Home Economics 
students who are official mem¬ 
bers of the HEA. 

There are twelve members in 
the present club. They have had 
numerous visitors to come to 
speak at their meetings.
